N view of the building short- 
| ««: in the United States, there 
seems little hope for a reduc- 
tion in building costs due to re- 
duced demand. With the present 
attitude of labor there seems 
less chance for a reduction in 
building costs due _ to *‘ lower 
wages; and with this same atti- 
tude affecting 90 per cent of the 
cost of building materials there 
seems small chance for a reduc- 
tion in the price of building ma- 
terials. The country is so far un- 
derbuilt that prices have become 
subsidiary to necessity. 

“We know of no other major 
influence which can bring a 
marked or immediate reduction 
in building costs, and our ma- 
ture judgment is that there will 
be no substantial reduction for 
several years to come.”

For several days he received news- 
paper men at his “sick bed,” and it 
then became known that his effects 
had been removed from the hotel a 
few days after his disappearance. 
Reports of his departure for Ireland 
became insistent. These rumors, 
however, were quieted when his sec~ 
retary announced that he had “gone 
into hiding surrounded by a strong 
Sinn Fein bodyguard,” to rest after 
strenuous exertious which had re- 
sulted in his illness. ' 

It was announced that he wothd 
come out of hiding in this city 
Christmas day. When he failed te 
reapbear, Boland announced he 
much embarrassed, and finally @fi- 
nounced he was unable to say wheth- 
er the Irish leader was on this side 
of the Atlantic or the other. , 

Boland declared it would be tres~ 


son for him to disclose how his chief 
left this country, but intimated that 
he sailed from a United States port.

traffic squad. Chief O’Brien recent- 
ly stated that the department needed 
1000 more men. 

Improvements suggested in the 
report would be obtained in various 
ways, by State legislation, city ordi- 
Mance and otherwise.

NEW RULE MADE TO SIMPLIFY

The Cotton Survey. 
To the E4itor of the Post-Dispatch: 

. Your very interesting survey of con- 
ditions in the cotton section gripped my 
attention. I have just finished a tour 
of the cotton growing states. I. crossed 
that section when prospects were good 
and prices promising and I have spent 
several weeks in Texas, Oklahoma and 
Arkansas since the crash came in price. 
Your summary of actual conditions is 
very accurate, 

With the high price of production and 
the low market price for cotton the 
grower has literally hit bottom. I have 
known the cotton states thoroughly for 
more than a generation but have never 
seen conditions so serious as they are at 
present. Like all Americans the people 
bought and borrowed and lived on a scale 
which corresponded with 40-cent cotton. 
They expected that the rich gold would 
pour from the wartime vein always, so 
they lived accordingly. When the sud- 
den slump came and prices were much 
less than half what they expected every 
atom of hope perished. The catton at 
the Ah Me piled up at fiome will not be- 
gin at present prices to pry for the things | 
they have bought, eaten up and worn 
out. The vast majority have no credit: 
except what the cotton prospects afford, 
consequently they have little to carry 
them through this winter and absolutely 
nothing on which to begin another crop. 

Not only has the situation caught the 
cotton farmer, but the banker and mer- 
chant in the cotton territory is between

STERN NATURE. 

Nature is stern, uncompromising and relent- 
less; her rule is a rule of law; about her there 
is none of the gentleness, the tenderness, the 
yltelding of the animal mother, untiring in her 
efforts to care for her children. If the laws 
that Nature has laid down are transgressed, 
su‘fering and often destruction will follow. 
Sume of these rules are known, very many are 
unknown, but whether the transgression be 
intentional or unwitting, the punishment fol- 
lows. Often to our unintelligent judgment the 
punishment appears wholly causeless, wholly 
unnecessary, yet it is certain—and to our ey 
as cruel—as when the little child strays on 
railroad track just in front of the onru 
train and is ground to death. 

A‘iong the northern border of its range the 
Virginia quail may flourish for years, rearing 
its large broods, wintering in the swamps, com- 
ing out in the spring with but little loss to still 
further increase in numbers. At last comes a 
winter of hard cold, of deep snows, and some 
nignt toward the end of the wenter a heavy 
snowstorm buries all the broods of quail over 
a wide district, and the weather turning warm 
and then freezing, a hard crust is formed, im- 
prisoning them, so that they cannot escape. 

In late May or early June, after songbirds 
have come and mated and built their nests, and 
are hatching their young, a furious stofm of 
wind and driving rain may overturn 10,000 
nests and hurl eggs and young to the ground to 
die of cold. 

On the islands of the Gulf of Mexico, where 
uncounted thousands of sea birds yearly rear 
uncounted thousands of young, there often 
come in the breeding season terrible storma, 
raising tumultuous” seas, which at last sweep 
over the low islands.where the birds have built 
their nests, chilling their eggs and drowning the 
young birds—destroying the increase for a year. 

We see these things happen constantly, but 
we do not know why they happen. Yet seeing 
them, we are able to look a little below the 
su¥face, and to realize something of our igno- 
rance of the unmutable laws that govern the 
processes of life that are constantly going on 
about us. 

Civilized man—disturber of the balance of 
nature and destroyer of every wild thing which 
he can turn to his own advantage—is only now 
beginning to learn something of the inter-rela- 
tions of wild life and the agriculture on which 
he depends. So far asin him lies he should en- 


. deavor to mitigate the harshness of nature to- 
’ wards many of the useful birds and animals, 


whose old time refuges he himself has de- 
Stroyed. He should do what he can to protect 
these little children of the wild from their nat- 
ural enemies and from the hostilities of climate.
